A TOWN BURNING DOWN. 

Quebec, Sept 30.— About 1 o'clock Tues 
day morning fire declared itself In the bor 
ough of LouisevUle, about fifty miles from 
Montreal, and at last accounts over twenty 
houses had been destroyed and the fire was 
still raging. Assistance has been telegraphed 
for to Three Rivers.

Sunday officers succeeded In capturing 
Frank R«ed, the fugitive niurleror. who stab- 
bed Frank Bernier to death at Toledo in 
W r ashingtou Territory, a few days ago. Af- 
ter committing the murder Reed fled to the 
mountains, but was closely pursued and cap- 
tured The prisoner is in custody, no bail 
being allowed. 

In the Circuit Court yestertay Lee Song, a 
Chinese desperado, who murdered Wong 
Ban?, a countryman, was sentenced to be 
hanged November 7. 

At Spokane Falls, in Washington Territory, 
Sunday night, H_ R. Robbins, a quiet and 
paaeaab l s citizen, was shot and immediately 
killed by Juck Conroy, a notorious rough and 
desjierodo. The tragedy occurred in a large 
saioon, which was crowded with people. By 
accident Robbins jolted against Conroy, who, 
Irawing a pistol, sh it bun dead.

The otllcers, to 
prevent his being mobbed, conveyed him to 
Cheney, where he is now in custody. Public 
indignation is intense over the murder and 
Uouroy will probably be lynched.

Philadelphia, Pa , Sept 80.— A special 
from Berlin, Somerset County, mxy. The 
authorities of Somerset County are looking 
for a big, strapping negro named Jim Smith, 
who shot down and killed two men in cold 
blood.
